mortality. Deaths resulted from the
following diseases: Disenses of nervous
system 6, diarrhoea 5, heart disease §,
secidents or violence 2, diphtheria, ty-
phold fever, malarian fever, Consmmp-
tion, npeumeonta, 1 each, sad 15 from
all othar dissases, There wera eight
deaths in public institutions here, 8 In
New London and 3 In Wim}h?m. '_Igw}-o
were 92 marriages here In July with 16
in New London, 10 In Windham, § in
Putnam, 5 In Stonington.

There were 35 deaths Inn New Lon-
don last month, 14 in Groton. 11 In
Killingly, & In Plainfieldd, 13 in Pul-
nam, 10 in Stoaington and 24 in Wind-
ham. Norwich had 81 birts in July,
New London 34, Grotos 18, Killngly 15,
Planfield 16, Putmam 18, Stonngton 13
and Windham 20.
